This  Establishment  is  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Fathers  of  the 
Society  of  Jesus,  and  is  open  to  all  who  choose  to  avail  themselves  of  its 
advantages.  It  is  situated  in  the  beautiful  valley  of  Santa  Clara,  so  cele¬ 
brated  for  the  mildness  and  salubrity  of  its  climate,  and  is  about  three 
miles  distant  from  San  Jose,  and  near  the  San  Francisco  Railroad. 

The  College  was  founded  in  1851.  On  the  28th  of  April,  1855,  it  was 
incorporated,  and  empowered  to  confer  degrees  and  academical  honors, 
and  to  exercise  all  the  rights  and  privileges  common  to  any  other  literary 
Institution  in  the  United  States. 

Besides  a  full  staff  of  Professors,  this  Institution  presents  considerable 
advantages  for  the  mental,  physical,  and  moral  training  of  the  students. 
It  possesses  a  complete  Philosophical  Apparatus,  with  all  the  necessary 
instruments  for  experiments  in  Mechanics,  Hydraulics,  Pneumatics,  Ca¬ 
loric,  Electricity,  Galvanism,  Magnetism,  Optics,  Acoustics,  and  Survey¬ 
ing.  The  electric  machine,  with  a  glass  disk  three  feet  and  five  inches 
in  diameter,  is  capable  of  charging  in  a  few  minutes  the  large  battery  of 
eighteen  Leyden  jars,  one  gallon  each. 

The  Chemical  Laboratory,  besides  being  provided  with  over  five  hun¬ 
dred  pure  chemicals,  has  also  a  beautiful  set  of  furnaces,  and  all  that  is 
necessary  for  the-  most  complicated  analysis,  and  different  kinds  of  ana¬ 
lysing.  Thus  the  Students  of  Chemistry  are  afforded  a  favorable  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  becoming  practically  acquainted  with  the  minerals  of  every 
kind,  and  acquiring  a  scientific  knowledge  to  which  no  well  educated 
person  in  this  country  ought  to  be  a  stranger. 

It  has,  besides  a  complete  Photographic  Gallery,  where  the  students, 
who  wish,  may  learn  how  to  take  likenesses  of  any  description  in  the 
most  approved  style ;  an  extensive  Mineralogical  Cabinet,  with  a  collec¬ 
tion  of  more  than  one  thousand  five  hundred  specimens  well  classified 
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and  labeled,  the  greatest  number  of  them  consisting  of  minerals  from 
distant  countries.  Also,  three  thousand  specimens  of  conchology,  and 
other  natural  curiosities. 

We  take  this  opportunity  to  express  our  sincere  gratitude  to  several  of 
our  friends,  who  have  favored  us  with  a  variety  of  valuable  and  interest¬ 
ing  specimens  of  gold,  silver  and  copper  ores,  fossils,  etc. 

For  the  purpose  of  improving  themselves  in  public  speaking,  and  for 
the  discussion  of  subjects  relating  to  the  laws  of  nature,  Ethics,  etc.,  the 
more  advanced  students  have  formed  Literary  Societies,  provided  with  a 
well  selected  library,  to  which  they  have  access  during  leisure  hours. 

The  several  hours  of  the  day  are,  moreover,  so  distributed  between 
the  private  study,  recitation  and  recreation,  that  while  to  each  a  sufficient 
time  is  allotted,  none  interferes  with  the  health  or  advancement  of  the 
students. 

To  excite  a  laudable  emulation,  badges  of  distinction  are  conferred 
monthly  on  the  most  worthy.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  gold  and  silver 
medals,  struck  for  the  purpose,  and  valuable  premiums,  are  distributed 
to  those  who  have  most  distinguished  themselves  in  their  several  classes. 

Besides  an  extensive  playground  and  a  large  gymnasium,  the  students 
have  a  safe  and  commodious  artificial  bathing  pond,  one  hundred  and 
sixty  feet  long,  and  one  hundred  and  twenty  wide,  surrounded  by  a  ce¬ 
ment  brick  wall,  and  supplied  with  water  by  an  artesian  well.  To  this 
pond  they  repair  in  summer ;  in  winter,  they  have  access  to  warm  baths 
in  the  College.  Strict  attention  is  paid  to  the  ventilation  of  the  study 
halls,  recitation  rooms,  and  dormitory. 

For  the  sick  there  is  a  neatly  furnished  Infirmary,  with  an  apothecary 
shop  attached ;  and  besides  the  daily  visit  of  an  able  Physician,  an  expe¬ 
rienced  Infirmarian  is  constantly  in  attendance. 

But  to  cultivate  the  heart,  to  form  and  cherish  good  habits,  to  pre¬ 
vent  evil  ones,  in  fine  to  exercise  a  truly  parental  care  over  the  morals  of 
the  pupils,  no  less  than  their  intellectual  and  physical  development,  are 
paramount  duties  kept  constantly  and  sacredly  in  view  by  the  Fathers. 

In  order  the  better  to  attain  this  great  object,  experience  having  proved 
the  necessity  of  separating  the  younger  from  the  older  students,  a  new 
building,  one  hundred  and  ten  feet  front  by  seventy  deep,  has  been  erected 
principally  for  the  accommodation  of  the  former.  Their  dormitory,  play 
grounds,  study  hall,  etc.,  are  now  entirely  distinct,  and  officers  are  espe¬ 
cially  assigned  to  attend  them  in  their  pastimes,  and  preside  over  their 
studies.  They  will  thus  receive  that  more  careful  attention  their  tender 
age  requires. 

All  the  above  advantages  and  improvements,  together  with  others  which 
are  in  contemplation,  place  this  College  on  a  level  with  the  best  educa¬ 
tional  establishments  in  the  Union. 
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.Sptfm  of  Instruction. 


The  plan  of  instruction  embraces  two  regular  and  distinct  courses,  the 
Classical  and  the  ScientificaL 

The  classical  includes  the  full  course  of  studies  as  laid  down  below. 

The  scientiftcal  comprises  the  same,  with  the  exception  of  Latin  and 
Greek.  To  these  is  added  a  Commercial  course,  for  the  convenience  of 
those  who  prefer  limiting  themselves  to  the  common  branches  of  a  busi¬ 
ness  education.  This  course  embraces  Penmanship,  Arithmetic  in  full, 
Book-Keeping,  Algebra,  Linear  and  Plane  Geometry,  English  Grammar, 
Epistolary  style,  Rhetoric,  Spanish  and  French  Languages,  Commenta¬ 
ries  on  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  outline  of  the  Civil  Juris¬ 
prudence  of  the  United  States. 

There  is,  besides,  a  Preparatory  Department,  in  which  Spelling,  Read¬ 
ing,  Writing,  and  the  elements  of  Arithmetic,  History,  and  Geography, 
are  taught.

Style 
attended  to. 

3d  Class — Syntax  in  full,  Prosody,  Scanning  and  construction  of 
verses,  Composition  in  prose,  Exercises,  Cicero  de  Amicitia  and  de  Se- 
nectute,  Caesar,  Ovid. 

4th  Class  —  Gender  of  nouns,  formation  of  tenses,  government  of 
verbs  and  nouns,  Exercises,  Cornelius  Nepos,  Cicero’s  Letters,  Phaedrus. 

5th  Class  —  Rudiments,  declension  of  nouns,  conjugation  of  verbs, 
Primary  rules  of  Syntax,  Exercises,  Epitome  Historiae  Sacrae,  Viri

After  some  time  devoted  to  the  study  of  Natural  Science,  Moral  Philo¬ 
sophy,  Science  of  Government,  and  higher  Mathematics,  the  degree  of 
Master  of  Arts  will  he  conferred  upon  such  as  shall  have  creditably 
passed  a  rigid  examination. 

S.  B. 

The  Student  who  has  pursued  the  course  prescribed  for  the  Scientific 
Department,  and  after  due  examination  is  judged  competent,  is  entitled 
to  the  degree  of  Baccalaureate  of  Science. 


(Senrnil  Remarks, 


The  Scholastic  year  consists  of  but  one  session.  It  begins  at  about  the 
end  of  August  and  closes  about  the  end  of  June,  with  a  literary  exhibi¬ 
tion,  the  conferring  of  degrees  and  the  distribution  of  premiums.  To¬ 
wards  the  end  of  January  and  June  there  is  a  private  examination  of 
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all  the  classes,  besides  the  public  exhibition  at  the  close  of  the  academic 
year.  At  any  time  during  the  year,  and  particularly  at  the  minor 
examinations,  if  any  one  be  found  capable  of  passing  to  a  higher  class, 
he  will  be  promoted. 


dmral  ^Uplattcras. 


When  a  student  presents  himself  for  admission  into  the  College,  he  is 
examined  by  the  Prefect  of  studies,  and  placed  in  the  class  for  which  he 
may  be  adapted.  He  then  passes  on  regularly  through  either  the  clas¬ 
sical  or  scientifical  course. 

No  one  will  be  admitted  unless  he  has  a  good  moral  character. 

Any  one  coming  from  a  different  Institution  will  be  required  to  produce 
a  satisfactory  recommendation  from  the  Principal  of  such  Institution. 

No  one  can  become  a  pupil  of  the  Institution  for  a  less  period  than 
half  a  session. 

As  the  members  of  the  College  profess  the  Catholic  religion,  the  exerci¬ 
ses  of  religious  worship  are  Catholic ;  but  members  of  any  religious 
denomination  are  received,  provided  they  be  willing,  for  the  sake  of  order 
and  uniformity,  to  be  present,  with  propriety,  at  divine  worship  in  the 
Institution. 

No  student  will  be  permitted  to  leave  the  College  on  visits  of  any 
length,  except  at  the  great  vacation,  and  from  the  twenty-third  of  Decem¬ 
ber  to  the  second  of  January,  if  such  be  the  wish  of  his  parents  or  guar¬ 
dians. 

No  one  mil  be  allowed  to  leave  the  precincts  of  the  College,  except  in 
company  of  a  Tutor  or  Prefect,  unless  the  President  deem  otherwise. 

The  students  will  not  be  permitted  to  hWe  any  books  except  such  as 
have  been  approved  by  the  President. 

All  letters,  not  known  to  be  from  parents,  are  subject  to  the  inspection 
of  the  President. 

The  use  of  tobacco  is  positively  prohibited. 

The  students  are,  at  all  times,  under  the  superintendence  of  Prefects 
or  Tutors. 
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To  form  clubs  or  societies,  to  hold  meetings  of  any  kind  without  the 
consent  of  the  President ;  habitually  to  use  profane  language ;  to  commit 
any  gross  immorality,  either  within  or  without  the  precincts  of  the  Insti¬ 
tution  ;  or  to  be  absent  from  the  College  without  leave  of  the  President, 
expose  the  offenders  to  dismissal. 

Violations  of  the  established  discipline  of  the  College  are  suppressed 
in  a  mild  but  effectual  manner.  Should  any  student  prove  refractory,  or 
immoral,  in  spite  of  all  efforts  to  correct  him,  he  will  be  sent  back  to  his 
parents  or  guardians. 

Every  Thursday  of  the  Academic  year  is  a  recreation  day,  on  which 
the  students  are  allowed  to  go  out  accompanied  by  a  Prefect. 

On  the  Wednesday  previous  to  the  first  Thursday  of  every  month,  the 
places  obtained  in  the  several  classes  are  proclaimed ;  badges  of  honor 
are  conferred  upon  the  most  deserving  in  each  class,  and  printed  certifi¬ 
cates  given  to  those  who  have  most  distinguished  themselves,  during  the 
month,  by  their  diligence  and  good  conduct. 

On  the  first  Thursday  of  every  month,  the  students,  whose  parents 
live  in  the  vicinity  of  the  College,  are  allowed  to  visit  them  ;  but  they 
must  return  before  night. 

At  the  expiration  of  every  three  months,  bulletins  are  sent  to  parents 
or  guardians,  to  inform  them  of  the  health,  conduct  and  proficiency  of 
their  sons  or  wards. 

N.  B. — Those  parents  or  guardians,  that  wish  to  send  their  children  or 
wards  to  this  Institution,  are  most  earnestly  recommended  to  do  it  as 
early  as  possible  at  the  commencement  of  the  session  ;  and  whenever 
they  wish  to  have  their  children  or  wards  sent  home,  especially  if  it  be 
in  the  course  of  the  session,  they  are  kindly  requested  to  inform  the  Pre¬ 
sident  of  the  College,  by  a  letter  directed  to  him. 


Special  Directions. 


On  entering  the  Institution,  the  student  must  be  provided  with  t\io 
pairs  of  sheets,  two  pillow  cases,  a  white  counterpane,  three  suits  of 
clothes  adapted  to  the  season,  a  sufficient  number  of  shirts,  drawers, 
handkerchiefs,  socks,  shoes,  and  other  articles  of  the  wardrobe  ;  napkins, 
towels,  combs,  brushes,  and  other  indispensable  articles. 
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All  the  clothing  of  the  students  will  be  under  the  charge  of  a  wardrobe 
keeper,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  the  clothes  in  good  order.  The 
mending  of  clothes  and  shoes  will  be  done  in  the  Institution  at  reasona¬ 
ble  charges. 

As  the  students  are  not  allowed  to  have  money  in  their  own  custody, 
the  pocket  money  must  be  deposited  with  the  Treasurer.  It  is  the  wish 
of  the  Faculty  that  not  more  than  twenty-five  cents  per  week  be  allowed 
to  any  student. 

For  clothing,  books,  or  other  wants  of  the  students,  no  advances  are 
made  by  the  Institution.  To  meet  such  incidental  expenses  a  sufficient 
sum  is  to  be  deposited  with  the  Treasurer. 

When,  at  the  end  of  the  session,  parents  or  guardians  wish  to  have 
their  children  or  wards  sent  home,  they  must  give  timely  notice,  settle 
all  accounts,  and  forward  money  to  defray  traveling  expenses.

Regular  accounts 
of  board,  tuition,  etc.,  are  sent  every  half  session,  when  an  immediate 
remittance  must  be  made  of  the  full  amount.  This  will  be  strictly 
enforced  in  all  cases.  Should  any  pupil,  for  a  good  reason,  be  obliged  to 
withdraw  from  the  College  before  the.  term  expires,  a  proportionate 
deduction  will  be  made,  but  none  for  any  temporary  absence.
